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Reduction of 7.5% in Didsbury municipal millrate

In an unanimous vote by Dids¬ 
bury Town Council, the munici¬ 
pal millrate has seen a decrease 
of 7.5%. 

At first council was asking for 
a rate of 10.0, but Councillor 
Gary Dolha suggested that the 
millrate could be lowered to 9.75 
and still be manageable for the 
Town. 

When added to the Mountain 
View Management Board taxes 
and the Alberta School Founda¬ 
tion taxes, which are also drop¬ 
ping, residents of Didsbury can 
expect to be paying a tax rate of 
15.365 this year. 


Last year residents were pay¬ 
ing a total tax rate of 16.639 
mills. 

The non-residential rate has 
also been set for this upcoming 
tax season. An 8.5% reduction 
has been seen in the non-residen- 
tial millrate. 

Once the MVMB and school 
taxes are added onto the 14.0 
rate, non-residential owners will 
be paying a total tax rate of 
23.365 mills. 

Last year the total tax rate for 
non-residential owners was at 
25.553 mills. 

The total tax dollars that the 
Town of Didsbury expects to col¬ 


lect in the next few months is 
around $2.51 million. 

Just because the millrate has 
gone down on both the residen¬ 
tial and non-residential side, 
many landowners in Didsbury 
may not see a big difference in 
their taxes when they open their 
envelopes this month. 

This is because land assess¬ 
ment figures have increased in 
Didsbury by $20 million. 

Last year the assessment fig¬ 
ures in town were at $140 mil¬ 
lion, but this year they have in¬ 
creased to $160 million. 

This means that for many 
property owners, their buildings 


are worth more and once the 
millrate has been multiplied by 
their assessment figures, there 
may not be much of a change in 
their taxes. 

So, what will the Town of 
Didsbury be doing with the over 
2.5 million tax dollars they col¬ 
lect for 2000? 

Plenty, they say. 

First off, they will be paying 
out two debentures with sub¬ 
stantially high interest rates. 
One is for money borrowed for 
the sewer line at the hospital, 
and the other is for storm sew¬ 
ers that the Town installed. 

"If we can pay them out, 


there's a substantial savings in 
interest," said Director of Corpo¬ 
rate Services, Brenda Hemming. 

Also, $200,000 has been allot¬ 
ted in this year's budget for the 
new RCMP building that is cur¬ 
rently being constructed. 

Around town this summer 
residents will see some major 
construction that their tax dol¬ 
lars have funded. This includes 
road widening, reconstruction 
and paving of roads, more water 
projects including a loop to the 
industrial park, playground up¬ 
grades and new tempered glass 
in the arena.

Bryan MacDonald, owner of 
Mountain View Ambulance Serv¬ 
ices, pleaded guilty to one charge 
of False Pretence in Didsbury 
provincial court on Monday. 

The total amount of the fraud 
was $1,060 and the conviction 
carried a $500 fine for 
MacDonald. Brian Forestell, 
MacDonald's lawyer, says the 
fine shows the seriousness of 
the crime. 

"The relatively small fine re¬ 
flects the court's view on it," 
Forestell said. 

Charges were brought 
against MacDonald after Dids¬ 
bury RCMP received a complaint 
from the Town of Didsbury in 
December. The Town had ap¬ 
plied for and received a grant of 
$16,000 for training and 
MacDonald had invoices to cover 
$15,500 of that spending. 

According to his lawyer, he 
was distracted by a medical con¬ 
dition of his wife's and did not 
factor in the additional amount. 
Forestell says that the remain¬ 
der was a quote for training 
instead of an actual course. 

Simone MacDonald, Bryan's 


wife, says business of the pend¬ 
ing sale of the company will not 
be hurt by the conviction. 

"It shouldn't affect the com¬ 
pany,” she said. 

County officials said little 
about the conviction. Harold 
Johnsrude, County Commis¬ 
sioner, would not comment on 
how the conviction would affect 
their future relationship with 
Mountain View Ambulance Serv¬ 
ices. 

"Our agreement is based on 
the services he had provided,” 
said Johnsrude. 

Dale Withedge, Olds CAO, 
said the ambulance service still 
has a contract with the Town of 


Olds and he would not comment 
about the conviction or how it 
will affect future business. 

According to Forestell, 
MacDonald paid back the $ 1,060. 

"He was very remorseful," 
said Forestell. 
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nity something back,” Wong 
said. 

Defence counsel Mary C. 
Brebner asked the judge to im¬ 
pose a six month suspended sen¬ 
tence. 

"This is not a sophisticated 
theft," said Brebner. 

The judge handed the accused 
a one year suspended sentence 
including probation, and or¬ 
dered him to pay restitution to 
all the named victims. 

"If he's able to work, these 
people should have their money 
back, said Van de Veen. 

She also ordered Birch to 
complete 50 hours of commu¬ 
nity service.

An 18-year-old Didsbury man 
who stole a credit card from an 
unlocked parked car and then 
used it to buy almost $800 worth 
of liquour, cigarettes and other 
items has been ordered to pay 
his victims back. 

Christopher Allan Birch 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on May 3 to 
charges of theft of a credit card, 
use or possession of a stolen 
credit card, theft under $5,000, 
and mischief. 

The accused took the Master 
Card credit card from an un¬ 
locked vehicle in Didsbury on 
April 14, 2000, Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Gord Wong told Judge Sherry 
Van de Veen. 

On April 15 and 16 the ac¬ 
cused used the card at 11 busi¬ 
nesses in Olds, Didsbury and 
Carstairs, renting a motel room, 
buying beer and other liquour, 
gasoline, cigarettes and cash, 
Wong said. 

In all, $798.95 was spent dur¬ 
ing the two-day spending spree. 

"The accused gained from the 
use of the stolen credit card," 
said prosecutor Wong. 

Following his arrest Birch 
was placed in a holding cell at 
the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment. After a time, he removed 
a medal tag from his jeans and 
used it to carve his name on the 
cell wall, giving rise to the mis¬ 
chief charge. 

The accused also stole an 
undisclosed amount of change 
and a CD player from two other 
vehicles in Didsbury. 

Wong asked the judge to im¬ 
pose restitution and a two year 
suspended sentence against the 
accused.

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Town revokes contract 
with youth consultant

Two months shy of complet¬ 
ing his contract, the Town of 
Didsbury has let youth consult¬ 
ant Edo Deweert go. 

Effective May 1, the Town let 
Dewee rt know that his services 
were no longer needed and he's 
not happy about it. 

Deweert had been hired on a 
contract basis, from Jan. 1 to 
June 30, to look into issues ef¬ 
fecting youth in Didsbury and to 
come up with possible solutions 
for the lack of activities for young¬ 
sters in the community. 

"I understood I was hired to do 
a project that would have a long¬ 
term effect after the gazebo was 
removed," he said. 

At a meeting held April 27, the 
Community Services Advisory 
Board unanimously voted to re¬ 
lieve Deweert of his services. 

Wendy Bauer, Chair of the 
Community Services Advisory 
Board which is the entity respon¬ 
sible for the project, wouldn't 
comment on why Deweert will 
not be fulfilling his contract with 
the Town. 

Bauer does agree with Deweert 
about the focus of the project. 

She says that the Town was 
trying to reach kids who aren't 
involved in other activities and 
they wanted to find out what 
kids in town would like to see as 
far as activities go. 

"The feeling was that kids need 
a place to be that is safe,” Bauer 
said. 

She says that they wanted 
something for the kids that 
wouldn't cost them a lot of money 
and where they could be them¬ 
selves in a supervised setting. 

After spending some time with 
the youth in town, Deweert came 
back to the board with the con¬ 
cept of a youth drop-in centre. He 
says that after spending a lot of 
time with the kids, this was the 
idea that came up again and 
again. 

Deweert says that after mak¬ 
ing the recommendation of a 
drop-in centre to the board, they 
didn't like the idea. 

"I don't know what they're 
afraid of," Deweert said. 

Bauer says that the board 
didn't dismiss the idea of a drop- 
in centre, but that it isn’t some¬ 
thing they can do overnight. 

"It's not something we can do 
in a month," she said. 

She says that a lot a planning 
and fund-raising would have to 
be done before a drop-in centre 
could even be considered. 

Deweert says that he had been 
having problems with the board 
for some time and felt that his 
ideas were not readily accepted 
by some members. 

"After the first month I started 
having problems with the board," 
he said. "One board member was 
very skeptical to what I was 
doing." 

Deweert highlights a meeting 
that was held March 27 between 
the board and various commu¬ 
nity members. 

He says that he was invited to 
the meeting to discuss the possi¬ 
bility of the drop-in centre, and 
so he invited some outreach kids 
along with him. 

Deweert says that after he 
made the invite he ran the idea 


past the board and was told 
"they're not welcome." 

"The kids were livid," he said. 
"They never reached out to the 
kids." 

Bauer says that there is a 
good reason the youth weren't 
invited to that meeting. 

"The meeting was geared to¬ 
ward youth professionals and at 
that point we had not committed 
to a drop-in centre," Bauer ex¬ 
plained. 

" ... to have the kids there, 
there was no point. We weren’t 
going to talk about the drop-in 
centre." 

Bauer says that if the go ahead 
was given to the drop-in centre, 
the kids would have been most 
welcome at a meeting down the 
road. 

"It wasn't that we didn't want 
them there, it's just that that 
was not the meeting for them to 
be at.” 

Because no decision had been 
made concerning the project and 
because his contract wasn't com¬ 
pleted, Deweert is saying that 
the whole idea was a big waste of 
time and money for the Town. 

"They've got absolutely noth¬ 
ing from this," he said. 

He went on to say that the 
Town "wasted $5,000 of the tax¬ 
payer's money" and have noth¬ 
ing to show for it. 

"From their prospective the 
money was wasted," he said. "For 
the past four months I've got to 
interact with an incredible bunch 
of people that have great poten¬ 
tial for this town." 

Bauer completely disagrees. 

"I don't think it's a waste of 
time," she said. "We got a lot of 
valuable feedback of what the 
kids want." 

Bauer says that Deweert's 
work with the kids isn't being 
forgotten either. 

"We're taking the information 
that he's given us, which is veiy 
good information, and we're us¬ 
ing it," she said. 

"His presence has brought this 
to the forefront and people are 
now talking about this. It has 
caused professionals to come to¬ 
gether in a way they've never 
done before." 

Deweert says that the board 
needs to do some changing if 
they ever want to build bridges 
with the kids. 

"They don’t seem to under¬ 
stand that they've got to do some 
attitude changing to get these 
kids on their side," he said. 

"I'm disappointed that their 
vision is that narrow that they 
cannot see. There are an awful 
lot of kids that could benefit 
from a drop-in centre." 

Bauer says that the commu¬ 
nity needs to be educated about 
what's going on in town. 

"There's a lot of education 
that has to go on here. There has 
to be communication going on in 
Didsbury that we see these kids 
as real people," she said. 

Bauer says that the board is 
still pushing forward with the 
project and that Deweert's sug¬ 
gestions will not be forgotten. 

'We’ve gotten the information 
that we need and now we re go¬ 
ing to take this group that has 
committed themselves and go on 
with this," she said.

Carstairs woman dies after 
hitting moose last week

One area woman lost her life 
after hitting a moose with her 
car last week. 

At approximately 5:30 a.m. 
on May 2, Dianne Lynn Moore, 
45, was travelling southbound 
on Highway 2A between Car- 
stairs and Crossfield, when she 
struck a moose with her car. 

The moose came through the 
windshield and came to rest in¬ 


side the vehicle on the passen¬ 
ger side, where it soon died. 

The Carstairs woman was 
lifted by STARS Air Ambulance 
to Foothills Hospital were she 
remained in critical condition. 
She passed away later that day. 

Sergeant Ron Platz of the 
Didsbury RCMP says that Moore 
may not have seen the moose, as 
it was still dark out at that time 
of the morning. 

Platz says that it is "very 


common" to have accidents in¬ 
volving wildlife in the area and 
that last December there was an 
average of about one animal 
being hit each day. 

He says that moose are espe¬ 
cially dangerous because they 
are so big and being hit by a 
vehicle knocks their legs out 
and pushes them through the 
windshield. 

"This is the serious side of it," 
Platz said of the accident. 


Be cautious of wildlife when 
driving on Alberta roads

Moose are virtually invis¬ 
ible in low light times of the 
day, warns Alberta Conserva¬ 
tion Officer, Dave Hogarth. 

This week's accident, which 
took the life of a Carstairs 
woman, was a tragic reminder 
of how true that statement is. 

Unlike deer or other wild¬ 
life, moose eyes don't reflect a 
car's headlights and impact 
can knock a moose's leg out 
sending them up, on to the car 
and through the windshield. 

"It is usually easy to spot a 
deer on the road," said 
Hogarth, "but a moose just 
comes out of nowhere." 

He says although it may be 
difficult for a driver to avoid 
hitting an animal, there are 
some things he or she can do 
to make the impact less de¬ 
structive. 

"The main things is to slow 
down and be aware at dawn 
and dusk," said Hogarth. 

"Especially this time of the 
year. During spring and fall 
you see a lot more animals on 
the roads as they move down 
from the mountains." 

If you can't avoid hitting an 
animal, try to take your foot 
off the brakes just before im¬ 
pact. 

"The front end of the car 
dips when the brakes are ap¬ 


plied. By taking your foot off 
the brakes you can raise the 
hood just a bit." 

"The higher off the ground 
the front end is the less likely 
the animal will end up in the 
front seat with you." 

Try to duck behind the dash 
of the car at impact. 

"I know it can be hard to do 
these things, but if you can 
duck, as low as possible, to 
protect yourself from the ani¬ 
mal when it hits the 
windshield." 

Hogarth advises if you hit 
an animal and sustain more 


than a thousand dollars dam¬ 
age to the vehicle report it 
immediately to your local 
RCMP. 

"Tell them if the animal is 
injured or dead and they will 
notify a conservation officer," 
he said. 

Hogarth recommends driv¬ 
ers place deer alert whistles 
on their vehicles to warn ani¬ 
mals and maybe keep them off 
the road. 

Deer alert whistles are in¬ 
expensive and can be pur¬ 
chased at most local automo¬ 
tive stores.

Evan Parliament, CAO for the Town of Didsbury, is 
pleased with the new budget.

NDP’s action plan Premier Klein’s NHL lottery 


to stop Bill 11 

NDP Leader Alexa McDonough recently outlined five ways to 
stop Alberta's Bill 11, including a reference to the Supreme Court 
of Canada. 

"Bill 11 threatens all Canadians and it requires an immediate 
response," McDonough said. "Bill 11 threatens to let richer 
patients everywhere receive care before those who can't pay the 
price." 

McDonough pointed out that the Liberals have failed on both 
trade and health policy in government. They lost their last fight 
on NAFTA and the last time Jean Chretien went to Alberta to 
enforce the Canada Health Act in Alberta, cut a secret deal that 
provides the building blocks for today's crisis. 

"Unless the Liberals act strongly and swiftly, Jean Chretien 
will go down as the Prime Minister who lost Medicare," she said, 
outlining her five steps to protect all Canadians from Bill 11 

•Withdraw the Liberals' privatization deal before other prov¬ 
inces use it. "I get worried when Liberals ride to the rescue 
because the last time they did, they cut a secret deal that helps 
Ralph Klein privatize health care. This deal is too tempting for 
premiers who want to privatize and must be repealed today." 

• Increase federal funding and enforce the Canada Health Act 
(CHA). "Liberal cuts mean they only pay 13 per cent of Alberta's 
health costs, which limits their clout. They've got the money to 
make their penalties meaningful so it's time to increase transfers 
and enforce the Canada Health Act." 

•Let Alberta into a prescription drug program only if it 
complies with CHA. "Health care needs something to help pa¬ 
tients and governments cope with drug costs. If a new drug 
program were announced and only available to provinces in full 
compliance with the Canada Health Act, it would be an innova¬ 
tive incentive." 

• Refer Bill 11 to the Supreme Court of Canada for an opinion. 
"Bill 11 is more than a hospital law. Two independent legal 
opinions say NAFTA is triggered, but the Liberals aren't listen¬ 
ing. They need to hear it from the top." 

•An emergency debate in the House of Commons. "Bill 11 
threatens all Canadians and Parliament must respond. The 
Liberals have ducked the issue long enough - the most concerted 
threat ever to Bill 11 cannot go unanswered in Parliament."

Premier Ralph Klein's last 
campaign slogan was "he listens, 
he cares." Almost twelve weeks 
ago I sent him a letter on trans¬ 
portation deregulation. I have 
yet to get a reply. Klein had said 
that he thought Ottawa should 
break the Canadian Wheat Board 
monopoly and also deregulate the 
grain transportation system. I 
told him he must be getting poor 
advice because he was wrong on 
both counts. 

The so-called monopoly gives 
the CWB its strength. Compa¬ 
nies and corporations around the 
world are buying up one another. 
Why? The main reason is to get 
more power in the market place 
and consequently make more 
money. Doing away with the 
CWB monopoly will decrease 
farmer marketing power and con¬ 
sequently lower farm income. 

Deregulating the grain trans¬ 
portation system will hurt farm¬ 
ers, not help them. Deregulation 
has been goingon for fifteen years 
or so and it hasn't helped yet. 
Rail freight rates for hauling 


Here we go again. Alberta's 
Premier Klein has now- decided 
that, as long as it's the Calgary 
Flames (rather than the Ot¬ 
tawa Senators) staring into the 
financial abyss, it might be OK 
to subsidize the NHL after all. 
And since a direct subsidy is 
political suicide the Premier 
has opted to try and pull a 
hockey sweater over the eyes of 
taxpayers with a new lottery 
scheme. 

According to the Premier, 
his proposed NHL lottery would 
involve no public funds and 
would have no impact on exist¬ 
ing lottery- revenues. Horse 
hockey! 

A NHL lottery would, in fact, 
directly compete for consumer 
dollars against existing lotter¬ 
ies designed to fund established 
charities. Lottery dollars that 
once went to pay for the Devel¬ 
opmental Disabilities Resource 
Centre in Calgary or the Inner- 
City Children and Community 
Project Society in Edmonton 
would be redirected to the seven 
figure salaries of twenty-two 
year olds on skates. A NHL lot¬ 
tery would simply transfer 
wealth from the poor to the 
rich and from the public purse 
to private enterprise. 

And what about private en¬ 
terprise? 

There are those that would 
argue that lotteries should be 
privatized. 

Why should charities (and 
only "government approved" 


ones at that) be the sole recipi¬ 
ents of lottery proceeds? Why 
are private businesses, like the 
Oilers and Flames, prohibited 
from operating their own bet¬ 
ting games? 

Well, for starters Albertans 
have told their government in 
no uncertain terms "that all 
gaming and lottery profits col¬ 
lected by the province be di¬ 
rected to supporting charitable 
or non-profit initiatives." This 
guiding principle came out of 
the 1998 Lotteries and Gaming 
Summit and presumably re¬ 
flects the view of a majority in 
the province. The people have 
spoken. 

Even if one rejects the pub¬ 
lic's predilection for state-run 
lotteries, it remains impossible 
for any true conservative to ac¬ 
cept Mr. Klein's new plan. The 
Premier is not talking about 
introducing a competitive lot¬ 
tery market. 

He is merely singlingout one 
industry for special treatment. 
Under the Klein scenario the 
only businesses that would be 
allowed to profit from lotteries 
would be professional hockey 
teams. 

And what are the criteria for 
admittance into the business 
lottery club? Why, you have to 
be on the verge of self-inflicted 
financial ruin of course! Ralph 
appears set to return to the 
Getty years of bailing out fail¬ 
ing businesses for some inde¬ 
finable and unproven greater 


economic good. 

NHL teams are, of course, 
largely, if not wholly responsi¬ 
ble for their own plight. At the 
heart of the problem are sky 
high salaries. In 1991, the av¬ 
erage player salary in the NHL 
was $271,000 (US). By 1999, 
this figure had skyrocketed to 
$1.3 million (US). This repre¬ 
sents a 481% increase in labour 
costs over nine years. But costs 
are only half of the equation 
sales are also slow. 

The Calgary Flames, for ex¬ 
ample, have seen a dramatic 
drop in season ticket sales over 
the past few years. These busi¬ 
nesses cannot attract consum¬ 
ers to purchase their product. 
A new NHL lottery will not 
sustain franchises that can't 
manage their own affairs and 
perpetually engage in poor busi¬ 
ness practices. 

So what on earth is the point 
of an Alberta-only NHL lottery? 
Klein’s proposal would do noth¬ 
ing to generate extra income 
for the government nor would 
it improve the lot of existing 
charities, nor would it create a 
level playing field for all busi¬ 
nesses, nor would it save the 
Oilers and Flames from them¬ 
selves. 

It's time for the provincial 
government to throw in the 
towel in this tiring debate. 
When it comes to the list of 
public policy priorities, the 
complaints of NHL owners and 
players don't even make the cut. 


wheat in 1999 were about five 
times higher than in 1986. United 
States freight rate consultant 
Terry Whiteside of Billings, Mon¬ 
tana had this message for Cana¬ 
dian officials and farmers, "Do 
not make the same mistake we 
made, do not deregulate your 
transportation system." 

Deregulation has not helped 
the trucking industry. A trucker 
speaking on TV from the recent 
action in eastern Canada said we 
have no control in this free mar¬ 
ket system. We need some regu¬ 
lation to level the playing field. 

Then there is Klein's plan to 
introduce "Private for Profit 
Health Care" on which I had to 
comment. If he knows as much 
(or as little) about health care as 
he knows about the Canadian 
Wheat Board, I would say the 
citizens of Alberta are in serious 
trouble. 

Premier Klein may claim to 
listen and care, but he has yet to 
reply to my letter to him.

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County looking for cut of Senior’s Games surplus 

... and other town council notes

Show me the money! 

At the April 26 meeting of 
Didsbury Town Council, a let¬ 
ter was received from Moun¬ 
tain View County Reeve Ian 
Harvie, care of the Senior's 
Games Committee. 

Harvie stated that some 
county councillors expressed 
some concern about the way 
that the Senior's Games Com¬ 
mittee distributed the surplus 
of last year's event. 

Each of the host communi¬ 
ties were granted 
refunds by the 
committee, with 
Olds receiving 
$32,000 and Dids¬ 
bury receiving 
$ 22 , 000 . 

The county is 
feeling a little 
sore that no re¬ 
fund was granted 
to them. 

In his letter, Harvie said: "I 
recognize that the communi¬ 
ties of Olds and Didsbury 
would be required to bear the 
liabilities in the event of a 
deficit rather than a surplus, 
but I also want to remind you 
that members of your commit¬ 
tee appealed to Mountain View 
County Council for funding 
because of the potential dan¬ 
ger of the Seniors Games end¬ 
ing in a deficit position." 


Harvie went on to say: "I 
feel that Mountain View 
County taxpayers made a sig¬ 
nificant contribution to the 
success of the Senior's Games 
and was overlooked when re¬ 
funds were made available. 
County Council decisions for 
future requests are often easier 
to make if we knew that our 
ratepayers would be treated 
equally." 

Some Didsbury councillors 
were not so sympathetic to the 
County's concerns. 

"The County's contribution 
is appreciated," 
said Councillor 
Gary Dolha, "but 
their approach 
to this is crass." 

CAO Evan 
Parliament re¬ 
flected on times 
when the posi¬ 
tions have been 
reversed. 

"I would like 
to remind Mountain View 
County of the 1983 Mountain 
View Summer Games, where 
the Town of Didsbury made a 
contribution and didn’t ask 
for a refund," Parliament said. 

Council accepted the letter 
as information only. 


First reading granted 

Council has granted first 
reading to the new Land Use 
Bylaw. 


Two open houses were held 
in regard to the new bylaw, 
with minimal turnouts at 
each. 

This new bylaw will rezone 
several parcels of land around 
town, among other things. 


Animal control contract 

Council has decided to en¬ 
ter into a contract with Al¬ 
berta Animal Control for ani¬ 
mal control services within 
the Town of Didsbury. 

This decision came after 
Community Constable Greg 
Hnatiuk detained a dog in 
town, and then found he had 
no where to house the dog. 

He called Alberta Animal 
Services in Red Deer, who im¬ 
mediately responded and came 
and picked up the dog. 

From now on, if a dog is 
sent to Red Deer, the owner 
must purchase a dog tag from 
the Town, or one that will be 
available in Red Deer and pay 
all applicable fines before the 
dog will be released. 


Census time 

The Town of Didsbury has 
appointed a coordinator for 
Census 2000. 

Wendy Bauer will be organ¬ 
izing this year's census, at a 
cost of $1,750 to the Town. 

Bauer will appoint three 
enumerators to help conduct 
the door-to-door census, which 


begins this month. 


Contract renewed 

Town council has decided 
to renew their contract with 
Gordon and Rosemary 
Hancock for the upcoming 
camping season. 

The couple, who have oper¬ 


ated the Rosebud Valley 
Campground in Didsbury since 
1996, will continue on with 
their efforts again this year, 
until their contract expires in 
September of 2001. 

The Hancocks have also 
been granted an additional 
$1,000 for their services.

The first long weekend holi¬ 
day of the summer is fast ap¬ 
proaching and many are mak¬ 
ing plans to go camping and 
enjoy the weather.

The Didsbury RCMP 
along with the Sundre and Olds 
detachment, know all too well 
what can happen as a result of 
carelessness when people drink. 

"The entire weekend we will

have 20 guys working between 
us and the Olds and Sundre 
area," said Corporal Vaughn 
Christensen. 

This includes having a 
number of forestry and fish and 
wildlife specialists helping out. 

Last September, during the 
Labour Day long weekend, there 
was a considerable amount of 
attention paid to the forest re¬ 
serves, west of highway 22, 
where a lot of the environmen¬ 
tal people flew over the places to 
keep an eye on 
things. 

"We have had a 
couple of land own¬ 
ers and campers 
complaining about 
noise and damaged 
property," said 
Christensen. 
"That's how things 
got started. There 
were trees cut 
down, bottles and 
cans everywhere 
and broken glass." 

During the long 
weekend 
Christensen said 
"the plan is to have 
zero tolerance". 
There are many 
planned checkstops 
and patrols that will 
be carried out not 
only at campsites, 
but in town too. 

"We re not just 
out for alcohol of¬ 
fences, but other 
things too such as 
off highway vehi¬ 
cles. Whether they 
are licenced and in¬ 
sured and so forth," 


said Christensen. 

This plan of attack, in con¬ 
junction with other detachments 
and environmentalists, will be 
continued for every long week¬ 
end of this year. 

Another important issue for 
the police is having to keep an 
eye on things during the annual 
Didsbury pre-grad party out at 
Burnt Timber, next to Sundre. 

"We tend to get extra people 
in for pre-grad,” said 
Christensen, "last year was hec¬ 
tic. The weather was great, 
instead of the usual snow and 
rain. We even had one of our 
grade 12 graduates hit by a car 
and broke his leg. But it's not 
just our kids, there's other prob¬ 
lems out there too." 

Although Christensen feels 
the kids are becoming more re¬ 
sponsible, he says that they are 
"quite concerned that someone 
will be seriously injured or 
killed ”. The police have received 
a lot of flack from angry citizens 
who feel the cops should just 
bust in there and break it up, 
considering the amount of dam¬ 
age they cause and the number 
of minors drinking. 

Christensen says he does 
understand where they are com¬ 
ing from, but thinks that the 
RCMP are really "doing the 
lesser of two evils". This way 
the kids know the police are 
very close and will catch them if 
they drink and drive. 

"If we go in there and put a 
stop to it, they'll just go some¬ 
where else," said Christensen. 

Pre-grad has been around for 
many years, and although there 
has been some injuries, there 
has not been any fatalities.

I think 
this has 
been the 
easiest 
calving 
season 
that we 
have ever 
had. One 
Hundred 
percent 
live births 
and not 
one cow 
required 
assist- 
ance. Be¬ 
sides that the weather has been good and the corrals have been 
dry. We have had some trouble since the calves arrived. A very 
skinny little guy simply "failed to thrive" and died. He may have 
had a heart problem. And we have a cow who spends most of her 
time lying down, even though the Vet could not find anything 
wrong with her leg. It may be a pinched nerve. She and her calf 
have their own private pen where Ralph brings her meals "in bed" 
so to speak. Her calf is doing fine. We have treated a few for scours 
and had mostly good luck. One little red heifer did not respond 
well and she was so weak that it was a toss up whether there was 
any point in taking her to the Clinic at Cremona but we did, and 
after a couple of days on intravenous she came home to her 
delighted mother. She is still puny looking but Ralph reminds me 
that, "she needs more time, after all she has had a near death 
experience." Her name is Pam. 

One of the Bam Cat Mamas has three new babies. They are still 
at that totally helpless stage with eyes tight shut, tooth pick tails 
that stick straight out and tiny, almost translucent, feet. Al¬ 
though the Mother is a fuzzy, pale gray, they all seem to be short 
haired, one of them is solid black, one very dark grey with tabby 
tummy and feet and the third is pale grey with a bit of tabby on 
his/her extremities. We haven't had any truly black cats in years, 
not even among the visiting Toms, so one wonders where the coal 
black one came from. He/she will make a good Halloween Cat. 

There are enough leaves on the trees that a soft green wash 
covers the woodlands and within a few days the hillsides will be 
lovely. I saw buttercups this week and crocus. Our squills are 
excellent, daffodils and tulips are starting, lots of the perennials 
are up and the Schubert Chokecherries have come into their third 
Spring and are feathered right to the tips. The Scotch Roses that 
I started under the big Spruce trees are leafing out and the good 
old Hansa, the Morden Blush and the tough little Therese 
Bugnets all show signs of life but I'm afraid Adelaide Hoodless has 
gone to her reward. My favorite rose is Cuthbert Grant and I 
had 2 of them but unless the old one comes from the root I only 
have one now. A lady at a Nursery told me that "the finer the 
branches the tougher the rose" and this certainly applies to 
thick, succulent branched, Tea Roses that don't survive as 
opposed to fine branched tough Scotch Roses that do, but 
Adelaide Hoodless was certainly fine stemmed and I think this 
is the third one that did not make it. I will probably try once 
more. 

Like every other gardener in Western Canada I have all of 
Lois Holes books and consult them on a regular basis. Last 
year, on her recommendation I bought an Annabelle Hydran¬ 
gea and it seems to have wintered really well. She also likes 
Ligularia (Rayflower) I have one called "The Rocket." It was 
excellent last year even with lousy growing conditions and it's 
well advanced now. It is also called "Elephant Ears" and it is not 
suitable for a small garden Don't even think of it for a window 
box! 

A lot of Pansies have wintered but of course they have not 
wintered where I want them so they will have to be trans¬ 
planted. I have two raised beds by the Gazebo that get a lot of 
shade and I have found that Pansies, Lamium and Lobelia do 
really well there. They get a bit leggy but with lots of water they 
form a mass of pinks and blues that trail over the sides of the 
bed. I have volunteer Pansies and volunteer Lamium so I only 
have to buy Lobelia. Maybe a little Dusty Miller would make 
a nice contrast. 

There are Bluebirds building in the house by the dugout, 
Owls in a nest on our road. Robins everywhere and I have the 
Oriole feeder Winnie Robertson gave me ready to go at the first 
flash of orange. The Hummingbird feeder goes up on May 19th 
because that's the day that the darlin's usually appear at the 
window looking for lunch. Now if the little red calf survives we 
will consider this a very good spring.

Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. 

QUESTION: You have recommended that parents be 
willing to apologize to their kids when they are wrong and 
to “stay on your child’s team” even when it’s a losing team. 
This is difficult for me because my son is in full-blown 
rebellion at this time. He’s using drugs, flunking his 
classes and giving us fits at home. Is there a time to forget 
the nicey-nice stuff and get tough with a teen-ager? 

DR. DOBSON: There are moments when it is appropri¬ 
ate to apologize, to accommodate, to compromise and to 
negotiate. But there comes a time to draw a line in the dirt 
and say, “Enough is enough!” For youngsters who have 
tyrannized their families, their parent’s willingness to 
“forgive and forget” repeatedly is interpreted as weakness. 
Appeasement, as we know, is never successful in pacifying 
a bully. It only makes him or her more angry and disre¬ 
spectful. Behavioral research has now validated that state¬ 
ment. Dr. Henry Harbin and Dr. Denis Madden, working at 
the University of Maryland’s Medical School, studied the 
circumstances that surround violent attacks on parents by 
teen-agers. They found that “parent battering” usually 
occurs when “one or both parents have abdicated the 
executive position” and left no one in charge. No one, that 
is, except the violent child. Rebellious, mean-spirited teen¬ 
agers respect strength and disdain weakness — especially 
that borne of love. Harbin and Madden also observed that 
“an almost universal element” in the parent-battering 
cases was the parents’ unwillingness to admit the serious¬ 
ness of the situation. They did not call the police, even when 
their lives were in danger; they lied to protect the children 
and they continued to give in to their demands. Parental 
authority had collapsed. One father was almost killed when 
his angry son pushed him down a flight of stairs. He 
insisted that the boy did not have a bad temper. Another 
woman was stabbed by her son, missing her heart by an 
inch. Nevertheless, she continued letting him live at home. 
Drs. Harbin and Madden concluded that appeasement and 
permissiveness are related to youthful violence, and that 
both parents should lead with firmness. “Someone needs to 
be in charge,” they said. I agree wholeheartedly with these 
psychiatrists. Having been appointed by President Ronald 
Reagan to serve on the National Advisory Commission to 
the Office of Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention, 
I am very familiar with the pattern of youthful violence. 
I’ve seen cold-blooded killers who were no more than 13 
years old. Many of them came from homes where authority 
was weak or nonexistent. It is a formula for cranking out 
very tough criminals at an early age. When you are faced 
with a potentially violent situation at home, you must 
weigh your options and take decisive action. The organiza¬ 
tion Tough Love, founded by Phyllis and David York, has 
been helpful to parents whose backs are to the wall. Tough 
Love is dedicated to helping out-of-control parents regain 
the upper hand in their own homes. The organization’s 
basic philosophy is one of confrontation that is designed to 
bring a belligerent teen-ager to his or her senses. Local 
chapters of the organization are numerous; you might want 
to contact the group in your area. To do nothing is to risk 
the unthinkable. ** ** ** 

QUESTION: How do you feel about year-round schools 
in areas where overcrowding makes them advantageous? 

DR. DOBSON: I know there are administrative advan¬ 
tages to year-round schools, especially since the facilities 
are not standing idle two months or more a year as they are 
under the current system. Nevertheless, many parents say 
year-round schools are very hard on them. Siblings attend¬ 
ing different schools may have their vacations at different 
times, making it impossible for families to take trips 
together. It is also more difficult to coordinate children’s 
time off with parents’ schedules. In short, year-round 
schools represent just one more hardship on families seek¬ 
ing to do fun and recreational things together each year.

"In John's Gospel Jesus is 
quoted as saying "I ask... that 
they may all be one." (John 
17:20/21. It is an interesting 
prayer and expression of hope 
as we start the third millen¬ 
nium. For two millenniums it 
has not been achieved! It is 
interesting because Jesus pre¬ 
sumably never expected that the 
Christian church would end up 
fragmenting into innumerable 
denominations, each believing 
in the same essentials but 
putting emphasis in different 
places. Presumably Jesus hoped 
for church unity. 

In fact the church developed 
from two streams, the Gentile 
or non Jewish converts, and 
those who had grown up in the 
Jewish tradition but who wished 
to embrace what was then a new 
faith. Within the first few hun¬ 
dred years of Christianity the 
Greek Orthodox and Eastern 
branches of Christianity had 
separated away from what had 
become western Christianity, 
and other small groups of Chris¬ 
tians existed with no affiliation, 
like the Syriac or Ethiopian 
Christians. 

Since the middle ages the 
western branches of Christian¬ 
ity have divided; and in the last 
one hundred and fifty years di¬ 
vided and sub-divided again and 
again. But where does that 
leave us now? 

We now live in an interna¬ 
tional and multi cultural world. 
A world where the majority of 
young people do not embrace 
the faith of their grandparents, 
and perhaps know little about 
it. A world where the state is no 
longer an official supporter of 
Christianity even though most 
western countries incorporated 
Christian principles in their 
founding charters or laws. Peo¬ 
ple can communicate and see 
T.V. from any part of the world 
or communicate with relatives 
and friends in any part of the 
world. Surely it is time for new 


levels of respect and co-opera¬ 
tion. These can flow from Chris¬ 
tian values as well as value 
codes in other religions. The 
new millennium is an opportu¬ 
nity to seek better understand¬ 
ing across the globe. Where 
might this co-operation take 
place? It already occurs locally 
in innumerable community 
projects, but there is probably a 
good case to work for more com¬ 
bined worship services, perhaps 
in a neutral public place rather 
than in denominational set¬ 
tings. Small communities as 
well as larger ones could be 
more intentional in searching 
out those of other faiths for 
meetings and discussion to com¬ 
pare similarities and differences. 
For example the search for God 
is common in most religions. 
Christianity and many religions 
do not stop there. The Islamic 
tradition, Judaism and Christi¬ 


anity all share the belief in one 
God, and a God of morality, as 
all believe in the ten command¬ 
ments. Long held family beliefs 
should not, and will not evapo¬ 
rate because people talk to each 
other. 

To love one's neighbour needs 
communication and often that 
can be improved. Naturally 
dialogue is better if it comes 
from an informed and educated 
position so that people better 
understand their own perspec¬ 
tive, before sharing it with oth¬ 
ers. 

No one knows what the next 
fifty years will bring in terms of 
religious development, but some 
reunification of Christian de¬ 
nominations, and better under¬ 
standing between faith groups 
would surely be only a step on 
the way to answering Jesus' 
prayer "that they may all be 
one."

Because the growing needs of 
mushrooms and green plants are different, very little of the 
nutrients in the compost that green plants utilize are used up 
in the mushroom growing process. 

Spent mushroom substrate is a very good soil supplement, 
it is not advised to use it as a soil replacement.

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Agricore’s first crop report of the 2000 season 


We are pleased to provide 
Agricore's first crop report of 
2000. Agricore will report 
weekly during the growing sea¬ 
son on crop progress in Mani¬ 
toba and Alberta. Information 
is gathered from key locations 
throughout Agricore's operat¬ 
ing area. 

Manitoba 

Seeding is off to a good start 
throughout all of agro-Mani¬ 
toba. It's a very different situa¬ 
tion compared to last year when 
about a million acres of farm¬ 
land couldn't be seeded in the 
southwest. This year, seeding 
conditions in the southwest cor¬ 
ner are close to ideal. In fact 
farmers in some parts of the 
southwest are looking for rain 
to germinate the seeded crop. 
Agricore staff across the prov¬ 
ince report that timely rains 
will be needed everywhere in the 
next couple of weeks About 0.1 
inch of rain fell across the south¬ 
ern part of Manitoba this past 
week. 

In general, approximately 35 
percent of the spring wheat and 
12 percent of the durum has 
been seeded Barley progress 
varies from 8 to 24 percent of 
the crop in the ground. Mani¬ 
toba farmers have seeded about 
11 percent of the flax, 12 percent 
of the canola and 28 percent of 
the peas. 

In the southwest, Agricore 
staff at Killarney say a good 
rain is badly needed to germi¬ 
nate the crop. The water table is 
still relatively high throughout 
the southwest but the topsoil is 


dry. Approximately a quarter of 
the spring wheat has been 
seeded. Only about 2 percent of 
the durum and barley and about 
three percent of the canola are 
in the ground. Farmers have 
seeded about 22 percent of the 
peas they plan to put in this 
year. 

In the northwest, including 
the area from Swan River to 
Minnedosa, Agricore staff re¬ 
port seeding is Full speed ahead. 
Farmers are looking for about 
an inch of rain near Minnedosa 
and Binscarth. At Swan River, 
moisture levels are considered 
good enough to germinate the 
crop. About 12 percent of the 
spring wheat has been seeded 
along with 3 percent of the 
canola and 18 percent of the 
peas. 

Reports from the northeast 
area (including the areas imme¬ 
diately south and north of Win¬ 
nipeg, the Interlake and Por¬ 
tage la Prairie west) indicate 
that 44 percent of the wheat, 37 
percent of the six-row barley 
and 39 percent of the oats have 
been seeded. About 19 percent of 
the canola is in the ground and 
23 percent of the peas. Agricore 
staff at Rosser say farmers are 
looking for rain. At BeauseJour, 
most farmers would like the 
rain to hold off for about an¬ 
other week to allow seeding to 
continue at full tilt! 

Farmers in the southeast are 
farthest ahead with seeding but 
Agricore staff at Starbuck say 
rain is needed very soon. At 
Holland, some farmers have fin¬ 


ished seeding cereals and the 
earlier seeded wheat is up about 
an inch. About 77 percent of the 
spring wheat and two-row bar¬ 
ley are in the ground Eighty- 
three percent of the oats, 33 
percent of the flax and 34 per¬ 
cent of the canola have been 
seeded. About 13 percent of the 
corn and 39 percent of the peas 
have been planted. 

Alberta 

Seeding is well underway in 
Alberta with farmers in the 
south farther along than those 
in the central and northern parts 
of the province. Agricore staff 
rate soil moisture conditions as 
fair to good but say that wide¬ 
spread rain would be most wel¬ 
come. About 0.1 inch of rain fell 
in Alberta this past week. Farm¬ 
ers in the Peace area are par¬ 
ticularly looking for rain. The 
area is dry again with just short 
to fair moisture conditions. 

In general, 10 percent of the 
hard red spring wheat and 22 
percent of the durum is in the 
ground Nine to 26 percent of the 
barley, just four percent of the 
flax, 12 percent of the canola 
and about 25 percent of the peas 
have been seeded. 

Seeding is most advanced in 
the southern region with an 
average of 52 percent of the 
wheat, 20 percent of the barley 
and 17 percent of the canola in 
the ground. Hot dry winds over 
the past week have depleted top¬ 
soil moisture. Farmers are look¬ 
ing for rain to help the shallow 
seeded crops germinate. At 
Dunmore. Agricore staff say

FOB forward 
•Under their Agenda 2000 
reforms, the European Union 
will lower grain support prices 
by 7.5 per cent on July 1, 2000. 
This will reduce the EU's reli¬ 
ance on export subsidies and will 
result in lower wheat and durum 
import duties. Support prices will 


be lowered by a further 7.5 per 
cent on July 1, 2001. 

As a result of these changes, 
the EU could be exporting wheat 
and barley without subsidies as 
soon as next year, while EU 
wheat and dutum import duties 
could fall to zero. 

Potpourri 

•To further strenghen ties 
with China's oilseed processing 
industry, the Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Grains Institute (CIGI) is 
hosting the China-Canada 
Canola Program in Winnipeg 
from May 1 to 10. Twenty tech¬ 
nical officials from China's oilseed 
industry are attending the 10- 
day program. 


there's enough moisture for ger- 
mination but more will be 
needed to get the crops to grow. 
At Foremost, most farmers have 
been seeding for about a week 
now and rain is definitely needed 
soon. 

Seeding in the central area of 
the province is slower than in 
the south with reports showing 
just over two percent of the 
wheat, three percent of the bar¬ 
ley and eight percent of the 
canola planted. At Provost, 
many farmers are applying fer¬ 
tilizer. At Legacy Junction, farm¬ 
ers are finishing up their ferti¬ 
lizing and moving full speed 
ahead to seed. 

In the northeastern part of 
the province, Agricore staff at 
Westlock report that if the 
weather holds for the week, 
farmers in the area will finish 
seeding about 80 percent of their 
wheat and canola. Localized 
showers near Acheson have 
helped keep the seedbed moist. 
Local conditions look good so 
far. At Bonnyville, farmers are 
anxious to get some rain very 
soon. There was little snow in 
the area during the winter and 
hot dry winds have significantly 
depleted the topsoil moisture 


About 15 percent of the spring 
wheat, two percent of the barley 
and about 18 percent of the 
canola is in the ground. 

The Peace River area is 
slightly ahead of the central 
part of the province with about 
16 percent of the spring wheat, 
12 to 24 percent of the barley 
and 7 to 30 percent of the canola 
seeded. Farmers at Dawson 
Creek say two inches of rain 
would be most welcome some¬ 
time soon. Subsoil moisture 
throughout the Peace is very 
low.

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Chem fallow for the brown soils 


Timing of spring chemical 
application in fallow operations 
is important. If applications of 
Roundup or other glyphosate 
products are left too late in the 
spring, weeds such as foxtail 
barley and seedling dandelions 
get a jump on growing and are 
more difficult to control. Miss¬ 
ing the early application win¬ 
dow requires higher rates of 
chemical with a later applica¬ 
tion, or reduced effectiveness of 
control. Timing of the first spray 
operation may then also over¬ 
lap with seeding. Being prepared 
and placing priority on getting 
the job done pays. 

To re-enforce this idea, look 
at narrow leafed hawk's beard. 
This weed forms a rosette in the 
fall, much like a dandelion. It 
is vulnerable to herbicide when 
it is small and the flat leaves 
provide an easy target for spray. 
Once the weed bolts in early 
summer, it is nearly impossible 
to kill with Roundup or 2,4-D. 
A heavier rate of herbicide is 
required, and the tall, narrow 
leafed weed is more difficult to 
target when sprayed. 

Trading from tillage to one 
or two chemical applications 
saves time, increases efficiency 
and allows you to manage more 
acres. A single spray pass can 
control weeds over a period that 
would normally require two or 
more cultivation passes. 

Some producers get away 
with lower rates and water vol¬ 
umes, but unless you are famil¬ 
iar with timing of applications 
and weed response to your treat¬ 
ments, reducing rates can result 
in poor weed control. 

"There is much to learn when 
you begin reducing tillage op¬ 
erations and depend on herbi¬ 
cide to decrease weed pressure," 
says Grant Nelson, reduced till¬ 
age agronomist with Alberta 
Reduced Tillage Initiative 
(ARTI), Stettler. "Talking to a 
neighbor who has been using 
the method successfully can re¬ 
ally help. Chemical fallow also 
allows you the opportunity to 
examine some of the benefits of 


reduced tillage, without having 
to lay out large sums of money 
for equipment." 

One important thing to re¬ 
member is the nitrogen needs 
for the crop following chemical 
fallow. Crop residues break 
down more slowly when left on 
the surface, especially when the 
cropping system has not allowed 
for soil microbe populations to 
build and cycle. There will be 
more life in the soil, but this life 
does tie up nitrogen and other 
crop nutrients. It may be nec¬ 
essary to apply nitrogen ferti¬ 
lizer to compensate for this. The 
extra cost of fertilizer will be 
offset by more available mois¬ 
ture for crops and slow release 
of nitrogen and other crop nu¬ 
trients over the growing sea¬ 
son, which boosts yields and 
grain protein. 

Keeping tillage implements 
out of the field during a fallow 
operation has other benefits, 
such as reduced soil compaction, 
increased potential for snow cap¬ 
ture by standing stubble over the 
winter and reduced loss of mois¬ 


ture that occurs each time a till¬ 
age operation is used. 

"Making an effort to know 
what your per acre costs are will 
help you maximize profits and 
minimize costs," adds Nelson. 
"Moving from tilled fallow to 
chemical fallow is a step that can 
be justified by comparing season 
long costs of weed control in fal¬ 
low. Chemical fallow is a tool that 
can help you realize higher in¬ 
come despite higher fuel cost and 
lower crop prices." 

Tips to maximize benefits 
of chemical fallow: 

•Use herbicides with short 
residual life in the soil and lim¬ 
ited mobility. 

•Calibrate your sprayer to 
ensure that rates applied are 
close to recommended rates. 

•Rotate crops and herbi¬ 
cides to reduce weed pressures 
and prevent weed resistance. 

•Soil test to build a knowl¬ 
edge of how operations effect 
your soil and its fertility. 

•Keep active records of 
each field (weed control, her¬ 
bicides used, crop and yields)

Arbor Day 

Arbor Day in Alberta dates back to 1884 when the Council 
of the Northwest Territories passed an ordinance which al¬ 
lowed the Lieutenant-Governor to designate a day a year as 
Arbor Day. Since the early 1960s, Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development has supplied pine or spruce tree 
seedlings for school children to plant at home to help them 
realize the importance and beautification value of trees. At that 
time it was mainly the larger cities that participated in celebrat¬ 
ing Arbor Day. In 1989, TransAlta created the ForEver Green 
Program and became partners with Alberta Agriculture in the 
distribution of the trees to grade three students in the rural 
municipalities. The program is designed to compliment grade 
three curriculum and the Teacher Resource Guide includes 
exercises in language arts, math and science to help explain the 
importance of sustaining our forests for the future. The 
Resource Guide can be found at < www.transalta.com > . 
Distribution of trees is during the first week in May, coinciding 
with Arbor Day, typically celebrated on the first Thursday in 
the first full week of May.

The Health of our Water is a 
new report that draws widely 
from Canadian research re¬ 
sources to provide an overview 
of information assessing the 
health of Canada's rural water. 
It is one in a series of AAFC 
publications focussing on the 
interaction between agriculture 
and Canada's resource base. 
Other publications in the series 
include The Health of our Air, 
The Health of our Soil and the 
Environmental Sustainability of 
Canadian Agriculture: Report 
of the Agri-Environmental Indi¬ 
cator Project. 

The report's main message is 
that sustainable agriculture can 
only be achieved with wise stew¬ 
ardship of our water resources, 
and water quality is one of Cana¬ 
da's chief environmental con¬ 
cerns, especially in rural areas. 

Agricultural production has 
intensified over the past three 
decades and some management 
practices have contributed to a 
decline in water quality. The 
Health of our Water report helps 
pinpoint where challenges re¬ 
main and how ongoing re¬ 
sponses will be required by in¬ 
dustry, government and Cana¬ 
dians. 

The agricultural sector is 
working with government and 
other agencies to develop best 
management practices and en¬ 
courage the adoption of envi¬ 
ronmental farm plans. Whole 
communities are addressing 
water quality concerns by work¬ 
ing at the watershed level. Gov¬ 
ernment responsibility for pro¬ 
tecting water quality related to 
agriculture includes education 
and training, policy and pro¬ 
grams that target areas of in¬ 
tensive crop and livestock pro¬ 
duction, and regulations. 

Farmers can help to improve 
water quality by controlling 
runofT and erosion, improving 
the management of agricultural 
inputs and wastes, and making 
use of buffer zones and 
shelterbelts. Practices to pro¬ 
tect water quality are often the 
same ones proven successful in 
promoting soil conservation. 

Although the long-term ef¬ 
fects of global warming on the 
continued availability of our 
freshwater supplies is still un¬ 
certain, it is likely we will con¬ 
tinue to enjoy abundant water 
in most parts of the country for 
years to come. However, if we 
abuse our water resources 
through over-exploitation or

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Timothy for export potential Choosing the best 


Export Timothy is an expand¬ 
ing market and the double-com¬ 
pressed, dehydrating hay indus¬ 
try is adding value to a domestic 
forage crop. 

"The current export market 
has a preference for long-fibre 
forages such as timothy, and 
producer prices for high-quality 
timothy continues to be strong," 
says Tracy Dow, forage special¬ 
ist with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, Taber. 
"What seems to be the one most 
limiting factor to increasing ex¬ 
ports in this market is an ad¬ 
equate supply of product that 
meets strict export require¬ 
ments." 

Good fertility management 
and abundant moisture are two 
critical factors in maximizing 
yields for timothy. Due to the 
high moisture requirements, 
timothy isn't considered a viable 


soil zones) and in the Black soil 
zone," says Dow. 

The 2000 Cropping Alterna¬ 
tives (projections for different 
crops) are available from all Al¬ 
berta Agriculture district offices 
and can be viewed on the Alberta 
Agriculture internet site at < 
www.agric.gov.ab.ca/economics/ 
production economics/crops > . 

"The cost and return informa¬ 
tion can be used by producers to 
compare their operations with 
the 'group average'," adds Dow. 
"It is also something that poten¬ 
tial timothy growers can use 
when considering export timo¬ 
thy as a viable crop alternative 
for their operation. Producers 
are advised to use caution when 
making comparisons and remem¬ 
ber that the numbers in the Crop¬ 
ping Alternatives are group av¬ 
erages." 

There are some significant 


ket prices used in the crop projec¬ 
tions are a blended price and 
assumes a mix of grades at differ¬ 
ent prices. 

"A very critical situation arises 
when an off-grade product is pro¬ 
duced. A crop that doesn't meet 
export quality means it has to be 
marketed to domestic livestock," 
says Dow. "For the export mar¬ 
ket, timothy has to be high in 
fibre, not contaminated with 
weeds or other volunteer crops 
and have a good green color. The 
crop is harvested at a late stage 
in maturity and baled at 10 to 12 
per cent moisture. Mature timo¬ 
thy is very susceptible to weather 
damage at harvest and signifi¬ 
cant color change can occur with 
even a minimal amount of un¬ 
timely rain. " 

The biggest challenge facing 
the industry is what to do with 
the off-grade material. Protein 


barley varieties 


Scald and net blotch are the 
most common barley diseases. 
Both fungi overwinter on bar¬ 
ley stubble and usually occur 
together. Septoria compllex, vi¬ 
ral and fungal strip, gray speck 
and barley yellow dwarf virus 
can also appear in barley but 
are usually of less economic sig¬ 
nificance. 

"Genetic resistance to scald 
and net blotch is lacking in 
many of the recommended vari¬ 
eties of barley," says Wendy 
Schatz, crops specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Claresholm. 
"Barley varieties with moderate 
levels of resistance are starting 
to show a resistance breakdown. 
This is due to the continued use 


more susceptible. AC Lacombe 
is also starting to show a break¬ 
down of its moderate resist¬ 
ance to net blotch." 

It is important to monitor 
the disease resistance perform¬ 
ance of a variety. If a suscepti¬ 
ble variety is to be grown, it 
should be planted in a field 
where the previous crop was 
not barley. 

If barley is to be grown in the 
same field in consecutive years, 
plant a variety that has the 
best resistance package or ro¬ 
tate the barley varieties being 
grown. 

"Disease resistance is not for¬ 
ever," says Schatz. "Fungi are 
part of nature and will evolve 
to survive."

The Trans Canada Trail Re¬ 
lay 2000 is running its way 
across Canada and four local 
citizens are taking part in the 
millennium project. 

The 16,100 km trail started 
on February 19, 2000 in 
Tuktoyaktuk, N.W.T. and will 
end in Hull, Quebec on Sep¬ 
tember 9. It is scheduled to 
stop in Didsbury on May 12 at 
approximately 9:45 a.m. where 
Jean Craven, Connie 
Onishenko, Kirsten Phillips 
and Willard Swalm will be par¬ 
ticipating as official water car¬ 
riers. 

Craven will be walking and 
Phillips, Swalm and 
Onishenko will be cycling, as 
they enter Didsbury from the 
east on 20 Ave. and make their 
way to the Memorial Complex. 

The trail will connect Canada 
from the Arctic Ocean to the 
Pacific and Atlantic Oceans 
and will be the longest multiuse 
pathway of its kind in the 
world. 

"Hopefully it's going to unite 
some national unity and spirit," 
said Phillips. "I don't think we 
realize what kind of impact it's 
going to make." 

Onishenko says she is re¬ 
ally excited about it, especially 
the fact that it just isn't for 
athletes.

Sirett on the road again after Red Deer win 


It's cowboy law these days. 

Four guys climb in a truck 
and camper for a 10 hour drive 
to a rodeo at Red Deer and 
each one must take his turn at 
the wheel. No days off, even if 
three of them are facing a bat¬ 
tery of university final exams 
next week. 

The four in this case are 
bareback rider Zack Cayton 
and bull riders Clint Solomon, 
Beau Hill and Kagan Sirett. 

Two in the truck, two in the 
camper. While one drives, the 
others study-all except non¬ 
student Solomon. He gets to 
rest when he isn't driving. 

"It’s not too bad," says Sirett, 
the only Canadian among the 
bunch, a student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Montana in 
Bozeman. 

"You crawl back there in 
the camper, turn the light on 
and work away. Its a little 
tougher than if you were sit¬ 
ting at a desk, but you get 
used to it." 

The 21-year-old, whose par¬ 
ents recently moved to Pincher 
Creek from Empress, has been 
balancing his studies with ro¬ 
deo since last September-tak¬ 
ing his books with him every 


time he embarks on a road 
trip. 

"I was studying for a final 
exam on my statistics course," 
says Sirett, who’s obviously 
bearing up under the work 
load. He carries a grade point 
average above three on a scale 
of four and heading 
into Red Deer, was 
ninth in the world 
bull riding 
standings. 

And the 
trip to 
the cen¬ 
tral Al¬ 
fa e r t a 
city 
proved 
profit- 
able. 

Sirett 
rode the 
B&S Live- 
stock's 
Wild Weed for 
88 points and 
first money of $1,797. "He 
jumped out there, turned back 
to the right and stayed in it," 
says Sirett of the young bull. 
"If a guy could take one like 
that to every rodeo of the year 
it would be pretty fun." 


The cheque lifted Sirett, a 
two-time Canadian finalist, 
into the top ten in the early 
Canadian standings. 

Immediately after the ro¬ 
deo, the foursome headed back 
to Montana. "We got home at 
7:30a.m. (Friday), had break¬ 
fast, did the chores and left for 
a college rodeo at Miles City," 
said Sirett. 

That was a five hour 
drive and a three day ro¬ 
deo. Sirett and 
teammate Clay¬ 
ton studied 
during the 
trip and be¬ 
tween perform¬ 
ances. "I ain't do¬ 
ing very good at the 
college rodeos," con¬ 
fesses the Canadian. "I 
bucked off my last three 
bulls. But we have one 
more trip left, a double 
header at Missoula, and I still 
have a shot at making the 
college finals." 

Sirett had four final exams 
over three days during the first 
week of May to complete his 
second year of studies toward 
a four-year degree in Animal 
Sciences. 


Then, the little guy-5'6 and 
1401bs.-launched into a series 
of rodeo cliches. 

"I'm starting to learn it’s 
hard work to stay in the top 15 
(in the world) and top 10 in 
Canada," he says. "I can't buck 
off very many bulls. I want to 
focus on being more consist¬ 
ent this year, ride every bull, 
take 'em one at a time. Every 
bull a guy rides could be the 
one that takes you to the Na¬ 
tional Finals, or doesn't. I've 
got to start bearing down now; 
start thinking about it now 
instead of at the end of the 
year." 

The bottom line is Sirett 
wants to have his business 
looked after by the end of the 
summer because he goes back 
to university to hit the books 
again in September. 

"I'm hoping I have enough 
money won, so I can rest a 
little bit and not have to go to 
every rodeo in the fall," he 
says. 

Also in Red Deer, Alvin 
Larocque topped the steer 
wrestling with the help of a 
new horse that's aptly named 
Cash. Larocque and Cash's 
3.8-second run won a tidy 


$1,800. 

Bareback rider Bill Boyd 
continued his winning spree 
after taking the winter off from 
rodeo. He earned $1,430 for 
an 82 point ride on Void Ro¬ 
deo's Cosmo, and sits first in 
the bareback standings. 

The ladies barrel was won 
by Shellee Shaw for $1,845, 
who shot to the top of the 
standings, but the big story 
was the surprise appearance 
of Sherry Dyck. Last year's 
CPRA rookie of the year placed 
third just two weeks after giv¬ 
ing birth to her second son. 
Trey. 

"I told (husband) Justin if 
the baby wasn't born by the 
time Red Deer’s entries were 
to be in, to go ahead and enter 
me anyway. Then if he still 
wasn't born, I could medical 
out, because I'd have a good 
reason to medical!" exclaims 
Dyck. 

Also in the winner's circle 
was veteran calf roper Cliff 
Williamson with an 8.1-sec¬ 
ond run for $1,538. Rounding 
off the events was Montana’s 
Jess Martin in the bronc rid¬ 
ing with an 82 point ride on 
Void’s Juan Valdez. 
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the junior players are anxious 
to get going and want to get 
their first tournament under 
their belt,” added Forshner, 
indicating he expects the 
McLellan Ross Sun Tourna¬ 
ment, now is int’s fourth sea¬ 
son at Sundre, to be full again. 

“It is a very popular tour¬ 
nament for junior golfers in 
this area,” said Forshner.

Olds bareback rider was rid¬ 
ing towards outer space to the 
paywindow aboard Cosmos at 
the Makin’8 Silverbuckle ro¬ 
deo held in Red Deer. 

Boyd marked an 82 good 
enough for first place and a 
paycheque worth $1,432 and 
first a first place finish. 

Although the 2000 rodeo 
season is relatively young, 
Boyd has been riding high plac¬ 
ing first in three of the four 
rodeos held this year. 

“I had seen Cosmos buck a 
couple times before at other 
rodeos, so I kind of knew what 
to expect from the horse,” said 
Boyd, indicating the bronc is 
capable of taking a cowboy to 
the pay window. 

“When I drew him (Cos¬ 
mos) I knew there was a chance 


at winning the rodeo, ’ Boyd 
added. 

As the spring rodeo season 
hits the rodeo circuit in 
Canada, Boyd is usually a sea¬ 
soned rider as he usually par¬ 
ticipates in the winter rodeo 
season held in the United 
States, but this winter Boyd 
stayed in Canada taking care 
of business on the family farm 
and taking a break from con¬ 
tinuous rodeoing. 

“I had a few nagging inju¬ 
ries from last year and I wanted 
these along with a few other 
bumps and bruises to heal,” 
added Boyd.

Sundre wild cow milker, Jim 
Bowhay placed in all three go- 
arounds at Red Deer, while 
former CPRA bull riding cham¬ 
pion, Merele Freeman, of 
Innisfail ended with a 6/4 split 
worth $1,003. 

The next rodeo on the CPRA 
schedule is in Kelowna, B.C. 
from May 12-14.
